NEW CORPORATION 


TO DIRECT RELIEF 


EN ROUTE: WITH PRESI- 
DENT ROOSEVELT TO CHI. 
CAGO, Oct. 1.—(4)—Creation of 
a government non-profit corpora- 
tion to buy and distribute the 
necessities of life to the unem- 
ployed this winter was announced 
tonight by President Roosevelt 
as he hurried westward to Chicago, 
where he will address the Ameri- 
can Legion convention tomorrow. 

The gigantic relief corporation 
was organized with the dual pur- 
pose of providing food,» clothing 
and fuel for the destitute and at 
the same time relieving glutted 
markets of their price-depressing 
surpluses, 

Harry L. Hopkins, federal re- 
lief administrator, was named by 
Mr. Roosevelt as chairman of the 
new corporation. 


He is scheduled to go directly from 
the railroad station to the auditorium 
for the address. Afterward, he will 
proceed to the Century of Progress 
Exposition for luncheon. He is ex- 
pected to remain in the city only 
about four hours, heading back east 
tomorrow afternoon, 

Mr. Roosevelt will be the first 
president to visit Chicago in many 
years. It was understood he was

Johnson Calls Alleged 


Profiteers to Public

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—(4)— 
The first action by the NRA against 
manufacturers accused of “skyrocket- 
ing” prices was announced today by 
Hugh S. Johnson, the recovery admim- 
istrator, as he plunged anew into 
the quest for an agreement that 
would send striking Pennsylvania 
coal miners back to work. 

At the same time, Johnson dis- 
closed that October 9 had been set 
for the beginning of a nation-wide 
buying campaign to support employ- 
ers who have increased wages and em- 
ployment’ under the Blue Eagle. 

Making known his intention to in- 
vestigate price rises, the administra- 
tor said summonses are being pre- 
pared requiring certain manufactur- 
ers of overalls and other wearing ap- 
parel to answer, in public hearings, 
charges that they have boosted their 
prices from 100 to 200 per cent, with 
the explanation that .the increased 
costs are due to the cotton textile 


code, 
Based on Complaints. 

Deputy Administrator Arthur D. 
Whiteside will conduct the hearings, 
which will be based on scores of com- 
plaints from retailers. The date of 
the hearings has not been set, 

Johnson called to Walter Reed hos- 
pital, where he is convalescing from 
a minor operation, spokesmen for 
mine workers in his attempt to get 
an agreement tonight on steel-owned 
bituminous mines.

Fletcher and Pecora are expected 
to draft a program for the hearipgs 
which the committee chairman has an- 
nounced will be held almost contin- 
uously for the next two months in 
an effort to have a report ready for 
the senate when it convenes in Jan- 
uary. 

Reports of sensational evidence 
have reached Washington ahead of 
Pecora,. but members of the. commit- 
tee have disclaimed any knowledge of 
what the counsel and his staff of 
aids have found.

Pecora is known, however, to have 
spent most of the last three months 
scrutinizing the books of Dillon, Read 
& Company, and probably will open 
the hearing with presentation of evi- 
dence in connection with that firm’s 
operations. 

In connection with the Dillon, Read 
operations, the committee probably 
will dispose of final phases of its 
hang-over inquiries into the Morgan 
and Kuhn, Loeb firms.

There were none of.the above forces 
actually involved but it made-a good 
story and Joe Jacobs always enjoyed 
telling it, embellishing it with the 
passing years. 

What actually happened was this. 
The guarantee of $8,500, underwrit- 
ten by Columbus businessmen and in 
the bank when McTigue and Jacobs 
arrived, looked like an easy pickup 
for knocking over a high school kid 
in the Georgia sticks. 

McTigue came to Columbus a few 
days before the fight and began 
training. The program was entirely 
agreeable. But Tex Rickard began to 
call from New York, telling Jacobs 
that he was foolish to risk his title 
in a small. city where there was no 


commission to protect him and that 
he would offer him 000 for a fight 
in Madison Square Garden. 

~ Fears Mount. 

At the same time Jacobs’ fears 
were augmented by the report of a 
scout who had seen Stribling in train- 
ing. He reported the high school kid 
to be a husky youngster weighing 170 
pounds with a wallop in either hand 
and a lot of boxing skill. 

And so, late on the night before the 
fight, Jacobs called the fight off. He 
announced McTigue had injured a 
thumb. Special trains, which were to 
leave various southern cities, notably 
Atlanta, Birmingham, Macon and 
Montgomery, did not run. 

Next morning a committee of rep- 
utable businessmen of Columbus 
called on Jacobs at his hotel, 

X-ray pictures of the thumb were 
shown to reveal an old injury which 
had healed but no new one. The com- 
mittee was entirely friendly. But 
meanwhile one of the trainers was go- 
ing to a window and calling out to 
Jacobse at intervals. 

“Joe,” he would say to Jacobs, 
“the streets are full of men wearing 
sheets.” Or “Joe, there are a lot of 
men with guns down there waiting 
at the hotel entrance.” 

McTigue Irritated. 

All concerned laughed. McTigue 
became irritated and announced that 
he would go ahead with the fight. 
Preparations were made and the 
wires were made busy trying to noti- 
fy other cities. But it was too late 
for many patrons to reach the city 
in time. 

That afternoon the fight went on. 
The referee was the late Harry 
Ertle. 

McTigue received a big hand, be- 
cause the word had got around that 
he was the dne who had insisted on 
fighting. Jacobs and Ertle were a 
bit worried because the klan was 
active at the time, although there 
had been no hint of its participa- 
tion. 

The fight went 10 rounds, with 
Stribling easily holding his own and 
earning a newspaper decision. 

At the end of the fight Ertle held 
his hands outspread as a_ baseball 
umpire does indicating a base run- 
ner safe after a slide. There was a 
roar from the crowd, which didn’t 
understand. 

Paul Jones, one of the Columbus 
businessmen, said: “Harry, what is 
your decision?” 

Nod to Strib. 

Ertle he walked to Stribling’s 
corner and held up stig hand. 
The crowd left thinking Stribling had 
won. 

The McTigue party left on a train 
shortly after the fight, and while on 
the train Ertle changed his decision 
again and called it a draw. 

Out of this came stories which had 
klansmen riding and lynching parties 
riding. But it made Stribling’s name 
nationally known. And that winter 
he met McTigue in a no-decision 
fight in Newark, winning the uews- 
paper decision. 

After that he became one uf the 
leading contenders for the titie. Tex 
Rickard predicted that he would some 
day be champion. 

As it was, he met all the’ better 
heavyweights, knocking out Phil 
Seott where Jack Sharkey had tail- 
ed;. knocked out Otto von Porat in 
one round; winning one fight from 
Primo Carnera and losing one and 
being the first first-rate heavyweight 
to agree to meet the Italian giant; 
beating. numerous others of ability. 

On his way up he had won from 
Billy Shade, Tommy Loughran, Jim- 
my Delaney, Jimmy Slattery, Johnny 
Risko and numerous others. He had 
fought in more than 300 fights, a 
record. He had scored 197 knock- 
outs, a record which no other fighter 
approached. 

Stribling was never able to win a 
major championship. He always 
grew stale when forced to go into spe- 
cial training for one certain fight. 
He had one draw with Paul Berlen- 
bach but in a fight for the light- 
heavyweight championship with Ber- 
lenbach was defeated. This was in 


1926 
In Atlanta Recently. 

Stribling was in Atlanta last week 
and watched Berlenbach, trying to 
ick up small change in the sticks, 
ose to a novice in Atlanta. 

Jack Sharkey won a disputed de- 
cision from him in Miami in 1929. 

In 1931 he was matched with Max 
Schmeling, world’s heavyweight cham- 
pion, and was defeated in the 15th 
and final round, the referee stopping 
the fight. It was the only knockout 
on Stribling’s record. And it was a 
technical one. Stribling always in- 
sisted he eould have finished out the 
round with Schmeling. He was on 
his feet at the time the fight was 
stopped. 

Later he lost to Ernie Schaaf at 
Chicago. He then went on tour, fight- 
ing in Australia, South Africa and 
England. He won from the Austra- 
lian champion, Ambrose Palmer, and 
from the South African and English 
champion, Don McCorkingdale. His 
career began in a small theater in 
Atlanta. It extended around the 
world with fights in London, Paris. 
Johannesburg, S. A.; Melbourne and 
almost all the principal cities in Amer- 
ica and in almost every state in 
America. 
“King of Canebrakes.” 

They named him, some of his 
critics, “King of the Canebrakes” 
and go he painted that title on the 
side of his airplane and flew it all 
over the United States. 

He was an excellent pilot. .Man- 
agers and promoters worried about 
him constantly. Before the Schmel- 
ing fight he flew in a blimp ftam 
Akron to his training quarters. Later 
he slipped away, rented an airplane 
and flew to Sechmeling’s camp, where 
the German was training. He dived 
the plane at the ring several times. 
The last time he cut the engine and 
yelled, “Hello, Max!” and then flew 
back to his own camp. 

He had two automobiles but he 
liked the motorcycle best. He was 
riding it at the time of the crash.

PAYING THE PENALTY. 

An objective lesson for the mu- 
nicipal government of Atlanta is 
contained in an editorial in the 
Chicago Tribune, in which that 
paper, published in a city where 
the public employes have had to go 
for months at a time without pay 
because there was no money in the 
treasury, takes cold comfort out of 
the fact that New York is in still 
worse fix.

Pointing out that ‘New York, 
having tried to dream itself out of 
its circumstances, finds itself going 
bankrupt,” the Tribune finds com- 
fort for Chicago in the fact that— 

Mayor Kelly and the city admin- 
istrators in general have not yielded 
to the idea that the ruin of the citi- 
zens’ welfare is the remedy for the 
consequences of public extravagance 
and profligacy.’ Neither the governor 
nor the mayor has proceeded upon the 
theory that injury to the people is 
the salvation of state or city. Con- 
sequently, Illinois and Chicago are on 
their way back at a time when New 
York, trusting to the fallacy of its 
limitless wealth, is sinking. The con- 
trast is too favorable to the saner, 
sounder policy to permit thought of 
a change here. With horrible exam- 
ples illuminating the wrong road, this 
state will have every reason to con- 
gratulate itself if its authorities keep 
their minds fixed upon the policies 
which have been of such benefit.

Investigations in other cotton- 
growing sections of the world have 
tended to relieve the fear that in- 
creased foreign production would 
in time cost the south its domi- 
nant position as a cotton-producing 
section. 

Soviet Russia Increased its cot- 
ton acreage from 50,000 to 5,000,- 
000 in ten years’ time, but during 
the past two seasons has turned 
most of this area to other purposes 
because it was found that the cost 
of production was greater than the 
price of the fiber in the open 
market. 

Likewise, all the available land 
in India and Egypt has already been 
planted in cotton, and it has been 
demonstrated that production on 
other types of soil remaining will 
be too expensive to be profitable. 

While, therefore, the condition 
of the American planter is critical 
at this time, his prospects for the 
future, in view of a lowered Amer- 
ican output, increased use of Amer- 
ican cotton abroad and the reach- 
ing of the limit of foreign produc- 
tion, is brighter than it has been 
in many yers.

ANOTHER RELIEF DREAM. 

The success of the bartering es- 
tablighments operated in many 
cities throughout the country dur- 
ing the past two years encourages 
Professor Mordecai Ezekiel, eco- 
nomic adviser of the United States 
department of agriculture, to favor 
the organization of a national bar- 
ter system. : 

Pointing out that Jargely be- 
cause the burden of relief is prov- 
ing an impossible one in many 
communities and states, self-help 
barter systems have come into 
operation in 28 states, Professor 
Ezekiel, who is, incidentally, a 
member of the so-called Washing- 
ton “brain trust,” suggests— 
The creation of an integrated pub- 
lic corporation, operating throughout 
the country, and producing and dis- 
tributing the products and services 
which its employes needed. It would 
organize workers, resources and 
equipment already available to pro- 
duce somewhat as they have produced 
in the past. A large part of the in- 
dustrial unemployed consists of work- 
ers previously employed in producing 
capital goods. A system of self-help 
production and exchange cannot use 
these workers until it can devise some 
system of exchanging the farm im- 
plements of Chicago, the tires of 
Akron, the automobiles and trucks of 
Detroit, the cement of Cleveland, the 
steel and glass of Pittsburgh, for the 
food, clothing and shelter which the 
unemployed workers in each of these 
areas need. 
Professor Ezekiel’s plan would in- 
clude the organization of a $100,- 
000,000 corporation, financed by 


ithe R. F. C., to acquire stocks of 


commodities prior to commence- 
ment of its own operations. This 
corporation would be authorized to 
issue script which would be the

Hitler 
And Peace. 


Nearly all the British papers, in- 

cluding some of the most sober-mind- 
ed and least given to sensationalism, 
are devoting pages upon pages recently 
to the tremendous spurt in armament 
and preparedness in Germany. The 
British cabinet has had two secret 
meetings where, Germany's rearma- 
ment contrary to the clauses of the 
treaties was the sole subject under 
discussion. 
_ If a tenth of the reports printed 
in the European press about Ger- 
many’s rearmament is true, the sit- 
uation is growing serious. No won- 
der then that the French premier, M. 
Daladier, made a hurried inspection, 
accompanied by the whole French gen- 
eral staff, of France’s frontier de- 
fenses and no wonder that in answer 
to the monster demonstration of Hit- 
lerites in Nuremberg, the French min- 
ister of war replied in a public speech 
with the words: “We are ready!” 
There is no question but that Ger- 
many will be checked in her rearma- 
ment campaign. The only question is, 
who will take the lead? France will 
not act alone. France insists upon 
unanimity of European action against 
Germany. That is why all eyes are 
turned on Britain. 

Britain still holds the position of 
arbiter on the European continent. 
The latest reports are disquieting in 
the extreme. Whereas it has Reon 
thought that Germany would require 
at least four or five years to equip 
herself sufficiently for a war emer- 
gency,,experts now affirm that Ger- 
many ‘will be virtually ready in a few 
months’ time. Nobody debates any 
longer whether Germany wants peace 
or war. Everybody seems convinced 
that Herr Hitler and his counsellors 
are driving with full force in that di- 
rection because they see in war the 
only solution for Germany’s economic 
ills. Only a lifting of the clauses re- 
stricting Germany’s right to rearma- 
ment, it seems to them, can give Ger- 
man industry a new start. 
| “A big ge is a country’s best 
customer,” is the slogan. And if the 
other nations will not permit a big 
German army openly—why—then it 
has to be created in secret. A nation- 
alist government, like that of Herr 
Hitler, with its daily appeals to Ger- 
man might and German power and 
Germany’s place in the sun, has no 
other course. , rhe hour is grave.

The foolishness 
of the charges, I hope, needs no dem- 
onstration with intelligent people. 

But let me ask this: If the Jews 
really had some central organ of au- 
thority, some organization that bound 
them together, which they haven’t 
(for no people are more divided among 
themselves than the Jews), but if 
they had such a general staff in Wall 
Street or in Moscow or in Paris or 
in Jerusalem, and they did wreck the 
world, wouldn’t they wreck themselves 
also? Are they not part and parcel 
of the world? Do they escape the com- 
mon fate when things go wrong any- 
where? And don’t they share to the 
full in civic responsibilities wherever 
they are? 

Let us keep a sense of proportion. 
Let us not be diverted from our im- 
mediate task, i. e., overcoming the 
economic crisis by following the coun- 
cils of misleaders, who would have us 
turn against the Jews. Even if we 
turned away all the Jews, we would 
still have the economic crisis. It’s 
that crisis which is our enemy and it 
was inherent in the evolution of his- 
tory. Nobody produced it willingly. 
Least of all the Jews. If you only 
take a look at Jewish misery in east- 
ern Europe, the hopelessness of it, the 
degradation of it, you don’t listen to 
the sort of tommy-rot that is scattered 
about by journals with such high- 
sounding names of “Liberation.” 
History shows that the country 
which “liberated” itself from the Jews 
immediately fell into decadence. Let 
us beware!

OXYURIS VERMICULARIS.

LEGIONNAIRES ARE PLEASED 


AS ROOSEVELT HEADS WEST 
CHICAGO, Oct. 1.—(?)—As Presi- 
dent Roosevelt journeyed across half 
the continent today to address the 
plenary session of the American Le- 
gion convention the 250,000 former 
soldiers formulated plans to welcome 
him and pondered what influence his 


remarks may have on the Legion’s 


program. 

City officials immediately ordered 
2,000 policemen to duty tomorrow to 
meet the presidential special train 
and escort him to the mammoth Chi- 
cago stadium, where the chief execu- 
tive will speak before delegates to the 
Legion’s annual gathering. 

Legionnaires looked to Mr. Roose- 
velt for solution of their troublesome 
problems of veterans’ relief and for 
an answer to charges of crippling na- 
tional defense in the interest of econ- 
omy. 
Leaders declared his presence would 
have a heartening effect on all Legion- 
naires. 

“We were confident President 
Roosevelt would do everything in his 
power to be with the Legion,” said 
National Commander Louis A. John- 
son, “and we are most grateful that 
he found. it possible.” 

The president will address perhaps 
30,000 of the 300,000 Legionnaires 
flooding on the World’s Fair city for 
the convention. The capacity of the 
stadium is limited to that number. 
Legion officials believed the presi- 
dent’s remarks might have the effect 
of settling insistent demands arising 
among delegates today for immediate 
payment of the bonus, which demands 
sent thousands of veterans marching 
on Washington two years ago. 
Another matter in which the presi- 
dent was expected to be interested 
was the demand of some state depart- 
ments of the removal of Frank 
Hines as veterans’ administrator at 
Washington.

He was never counted out in a long career that 
began. years and years ago with “Ma’”’ and “Pa” in a 

vaudeville act and ended Sunday morning when his mo- .

he lay there entangled in the wreck of the car and his motor- 
cycle. He had automobiles but he liked that motorcycle best. 

It was Miss Jones who saved his life. 

“Well, if it isn’t old Wheel,” said W. L., shaking his 
head to clear the cobwebs as he had done many times 
in the ring. This was his name for Barrow. 

Fate, or whatever it is that arranges all these little things 
in life, was at hand in this. Miss Jones is a trained nurse. She 
ripped off part of her dress and tied it about the injured leg, 
stopping the life blood that was spouting from the torn arteries. 

An ambulance was called but a milk truck came by 
and W. L. was loaded into it. And the rush to Macon 
began. The ambulance met them halfway in but that 
little drama occurred there in the truck. 

There was the jangle of bottles. And a man who was 
dying then, physicians stopped death by a miracle or else his 
marvelous strength threw it off at the last. But he was dying 
then. And now they say he has a chance ‘to live. 

And it was then that he looked around and grinned at them 
as they sat there beside him and said, 

“Well, kid, I guess it means no more road work.” 
I have heard the rats who- make up the crowd which hangs 

about the prize fights, say that he had no courage. He was 
always too fine a boy to be in such a sordid racket as the prize 
fight business. But he gave the lie to the rats in his fight with 
Schmeling and Schaaf and all his biggest fights. He always had 
plenty of courage. 

It isn’t difficult to understand what was going 
through his mind there in that rattling truck.

A GREAT CAREER. 

‘ The story of the Striblings was always one of the greater 
Stories of the ring. It began when “Pa’’ and “Ma,” then a 
couple of kids at Bainbridge, Ga., were married. — 

There were the two boys, ““W. L.” or “The Boy,’’ 
as “‘Pa’’ called him, and Herbert. “Pa” Stribling had 
wanted to be a fighter but his father had forbidden it. 
And so he said that he would make his first son a 
champion. 
The Striblings went into the show business as a family of 
acrobats. And a feature of the act was W. L. and Herbert in 
a boxing match. 

I recall sitting in the kitchen of the Stribling cottage 

at Geauga Lake, Ohio, where Stribling was training to 

meet Max Schmeling with the world’s heavyweight title 

at stake. And “Ma” Stribling was telling of the old 

days and the brass ring posts and the plush ropes about 

the ring in which the kids fought. It was a great story. 

The career ended, of course, in so far as the world’s cham-

pionship was concerned, that hot night of July 3, 1931, in the | 
cavernous depths of the towering municipal stadium at Cleve- 


land. Max Schmeling beat him in 15 rounds, the fight being

There was none of the cold, relent- 
less fury about him. He is just a nice kid, despite his 28 years, 
He likes his home and his wife 
and his kids mean a lot to him. 

And so the rats in the prize fight business didn’t 
care for him. And “Pa” Stribling didn’t go for all the 
crooked machinations which surround many fights. He 
didn’t always “‘cut in” the right “‘people”’ and that didn’t 
help the boy. They were all too decent for a rotten 
game and they were some of the few who helped to 
dignify it. 

But he always had courage. I recall talking with Ernie 
Schaaf, who was to die after a fight some months ago, and he 
told of the fight in which he beat Stribling unmercifully. 

“I don’t see how he took it,” said Schaaf. “He 
could hardly talk but he waved the referee away and 
came at me again.” . 

And I can see Schaaf, as he unconsciously held up his big 
fists and stared at them.

She and Bar- 
row hastily summoned an ambulance. 
but before it could arrive, they placed 
the badly injured boxer in the back 
of a milk wagon and rode with him 
into the eity. 

At the Macon hospital, Stribling’s 
left foot was immediately amputated.

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MAJOR SEASON 
COMES 10 END 
OF UPSET YEAR 


Neither New York Nor 
Washington Was Fa- 
vored at Start. 


By Hugh S. Fullerton Jr., 


Associated Press Sports Writer. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 1.—(#)—The 
1933 major league baseball season, 
notable more for its surprises and its 
dailures than for any great perform- 
ances, ended today with the “dark 
horse’ champions, the Washington 
Senators and New York Giants, 
ready to clash in the World Series 
next Tuesday. 


Neither of the new champions was 
a favorite at the start of the cam- 
paign, Washington being rated at the 
best as second to the New York Yan- 
kees, 1932 world champions, and the 
Giants popularly relegated to the sec- 
ond division, where they finished last 
year. But the well-balanced Wash- 
ington came through to a lopsided 
triumph in the American league when 
the Yankees, who finished second, suf- 
fered from pitching lapses and dis- 
played a few other weak spots. The 
Giants, mostly because of their great 
mound staff and defense, outdistanced 
the supposedly stronger National 
league clubs. 

ONE CAME TRUE, 

About the only prediction that came 
true was that the National league 
race would be closer than that in the 
American. Although the Giants were 
the first to clinch the pennant, there 
was a keen battle for the next four 
places that was not decided until to- 
day’s final games. The Pittsburgh 
Pirates, rated as one of the league's 
strongest clubs, were not sure of sec- 
ond place until they defeated the Cin- 
cinnati Reds in the first game of a 
double-header, 7-5, and the Boston 
Braves snatched the fourth-place slice 
of the World Series money from St. 
Louis by winning their final game 
from the Phillies while the Cards lost 
to the Chicago Cubs. 

Managers and their troubles were 
big news all season. In addition to 
the triumphs of the two “freshman” 
pilots, Joe Cronin and Bill Terry, 
three clubs changed managers in mid- 
year, another resigned effective at the 
end of the season and rumors of man- 
agerial changes in other clubs came 
thick and fast. In St.. Louis, Rog- 
ers Hornsby succeeded Bill Killefer 
as manager of the Browns and 
Frankie Frisch supplanted the de- 
posed “Gabby” Street for the Cardi- 
nals. Walter Johnson was called in 
to take over the Cleveland Indians 
from Roger Peckinpaugh in June, and 
Stanley “Bucky” Harris, after an un- 
successful year, decided to make it

SURPRISES. 


The purchase of the Boston Red 
Sox by Thomas Yawkey and Eddie 
Collins and the start at rebuilding 
the club furnished another of the high 
‘spots. The failure of the Brooklyn 
Dodgers and the Phillies, third aud 
fourth, respectively, in the Natiofial 
last -year, to do as well. during the 
past season, was listed among the 
surprises and in both cases it was 
blamed largely upon pitching weak- 
ness in a year when the hurlers were 
dominant. 

Although two stars, Chuck Klein, 
of the Phillies, and Jimmy Foxx, of 
the Athletics, managed to keep pace 
with the batting marks of previous 
seasons, neither found a rival to give 
him a real race. Klein finished with 
an unofficial average of .368 and a 
lead of some 20 points, just equalling 
the mark that won the National 
league batting crown for Frank 
O’Doul last year. Foxx’s unofficial 
mark was .356 as compared. to his 
own .364 and Dale Alexander's .367 
in 19382. 
~ There was a notable falling off in 
home runs in both leagues. Foxx 
was high man for both leagues with 
48, 10.fewer than he hit last season, 
and Klein hit 28 to lead his circuit. 
As a whole the American league hit 
G08 circuit blows, just 100 below the 
1932 level, and the National hit 459, 
a drop of*nearly 200.

Giants, Senators Take 
Final Workouts Today; 
First Game Tuesday. 


By Edward J. i 


Associated Press Sports Writer. — 

NEW YORK, Oct. 1.—(/)—The 
boom-day custom of selling World 
Series tickets only in blocks covering 
three games went into the discard to- 
day as the Washington Senators and 
the New York Giants methodically 
wound up the frayed strands of the 
1933 major league campaigns and 
turned their full attention to the post- 
season conflict starting in the Polo 
Grounds Tuesday. 


The Giants’ business office an- 
nounced that beginning tomorrow at 
9 a.’m. the $5.50 reserved_seats will 
be sold separately for either the first 
or second games, thus following the 
action of the Washington officials, 
taken several days ago. 

This decision affects some 20,000 
grand stand seats and 20,000 other 
reserved seats, but does not touch the 
4.000 box seats which already have 
been sold or ,the 5,000 bleacher seats 
that do not go on sale until the morn- 
ing of each game. 


NO OFFICIAL REPORTS. 


There were still no official reports 
available either from the Giants of- 
fices here or the selling staffs in 
Washington as to the general condi- 
tions of the advance sales. It was 
taken for granted, however, that only 
deep, dark fears that the populace 
was about to stay away in large num- 
bers, either through inability to buy 
tickets for three games or unwilling- 
ness to pay for seats they might not 
be able to use, could cause abandon- 
ment of the system put into effect in 
the years of plenty. 

The Yankees sold single game tickets 
at the eleventh hour last year when 
the series games at the stadium failed 
to sell out for the first time, but there 
was no such sale in Chicago, home of 
the 1932 National league champions. 


The announcement of these busi- 
ness details alone broke the calm of 
the Sabbath as the Giatts went 
through a final routine performance 
against the Robins in Brooklyn and 
the Senators lobbed through a last 
game with the Athletics on their home 
field. It was the final lull before 
the storm that. will rage here two 
days, shift to the capital for three 
days, then return to New York for 
two more if seven games are neces- 
sary to give one or the other four 
victories and the world championship. 


WORK OUT TODAY. 


Tomorrow, bright and early, the 
Senators sweep into the Polo Grounds 
for practice, the Giants follow them 
to the field, the carpenters put the 
final patches on the woodwork, the 
decorators hang flags and bunting, 
and the common citizens dash fran- 
tically about looking for people who 
know other people who have ‘friends 
who know where the good tickets are 
buried. 

But for today, all was peace and 
quiet away from the business offices. 
There was no change in the betting 
odds that fayor the Senators 10 to 7 
to take the series with little wagering 
in sight. Before he left for Wash- 
ington last night with all but his first 
string pitchers, Joe Cronin still pro- 
fessed not to have the faintest idea 
whether he would pitch Alvin Crow- 
der, his right-hand ace; Monte Wea- 
ver, or one of his two fine lefthand- 
ers, Earl Whitehill or Wally Stew- 
art, against the Giants” great south- 
paw, Carl Hubbell. 

Whatever Cronin’s decision may be, 
there will be no change in sentiment 
as to the first game. Bill Terry se- 
lected Hubbell, the National league’s 
outstanding pitcher this season with 
10 shutouts to his credit, as his start- 
ing hurler over a week age. With 
Hubbell in there, and the Giants play- 
ing their usually inspired ball behind 
him, the gamblers rate the National 
league entry at even money against 
any pitcher or any team. 

THE SITUATION. 


But once Hubbell has departed 
the scene, to return once more and 
perhaps twice, the wise men of the 
game swing to the Senators. 

“Here are the Giants, admitting 
themselves they’re not the best team 
in their own league, in which they 
don’t rate among the first four either 
in hitting or fielding strength, play- 
ing a team that led the American 
league, a stronger circuit, both in 
team. batting and fielding. Who can 
you avoid picking to win the series?” 

Cronin’s star trio, Whitehill, Stew- 
art and Crowder, along with the 
right-handed Weaver, who is_ the 
choice to start the second game for 
Washington, parked themselves in the 
Brooklyn stands for the afternoon 
and took another look at the Giants. 
All three said they hadn’t the slight- 
est idea or intimation as to who

“IT don’t believe even Cronin has 
any idea yet,” said one of the play- 
ers. “He’s gone along following his 
hunches all year. He’s probably wait- 
ing for a dream or something to give 
him the final sign the night before 
the game.” 

UNSETTLED BUSINESS. . 


Conjecture over Cronin’s choice, 
however, was about the only unset- 
tled business before the experts. 
Terry has told them he will pitch 
his young right-hander, Hal Schu- 
macher, the sinker ball expert, the 
second game and Freddy Fitzsim- 
mons, the veteran knuckler. in the 
first game in Washingfon. There’s a 
slight chance he may switch these two 
around if he loses the first game 
with Hubbell here. 

Otherwise, Memphis Bill is merely 
waiting the bell. He will not shift 
his outfield, regardless of two pitch- 
ers for the senators, and will stick 
to Mel Ott, next to himself the heav- 
jest hitter in the Giant fold, in 
right, George Davis in center and 
Joe Moore in left. There’s no lack 
of confidence on either side.

Walt remains with the soil, 
and becomes a leader in the unrest 
which grows with the dropping price 
of wheat, until he heads a general 
strike of wheat growers. Chris as- 
sists by staking all his money on an 
effort to raise the price of wheat, but 
the strike endss 24 hours too soon 
and Chris is wiped out. In his fail- 
ure he wins the respect of his fellow 
members of the board of trade,* and 
begins the upward swing again, 
Cynthia, played by Genevieve Tobin, 
finds that she has married aman 
whose word is his law, and whose 
sublime confidence and nerve make 
him the storm center of the story.

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Aldermanic Opponents Con- 
fident as City Primary 
Runover Nears. 


Homer C. Foster and I. Gloer 
Hailey, fighting it out for the ninth 
ward aldermanic nomination in the 
only city-wide runover primary Tues- 
day, Sunday marshalled their forces 
for a last-minute appeal for votes. 


Both had waged vigorous campaigns 
and both predicted victory, at the 
same time issuing statements calling 
on those who supported them in the 
September 20 balloting to rally behind 
them again. 

Councilman G. Dan Bridges, of the 
third ward, and former Councilman 
Charles L. Chosewood, who will op- 
pose each other in a runover in Tues- 
day’s balloting. were waging aggres- 
yt battles, but on a more restricted 
scale, 

There also will be four runovers for 
election to positions on the democratic 
executive committee. Elections are 
scheduled for the positions in the sev- 
enth, ninth, tenth and thirteenth 
wards. 

“I wish to take this opportunity to 
thank all those who voted for me in 
the regular primary, and to warn my 
friends against overconfidence,” Fos- 
ter said Sunday. “My record as a 
faithful servant is before the voters. 
They will watify that record if enough 
— their ballots in the runover Tues- 
day. 

“My only apprehension is that my 
friends may ome overconfident 
and fail to visit the polls in suffi- 
ciently large numbers... More than 
5,400 persons cast their ballots for me 
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The new Laboratory (that capital 
letter to indicate the accuracy of call- 
ing it by that title) is almost straight 
enough to work in.

The library of those priceless journals 
and reprints is stowed away on the top 
shelf, and if I want to know what 
Stejneger thinks of the Green Pit- 
viper in China, I have only to mount 
the stepladder and find out. 

Now, when come in from the 
field 1 don't have to think of getting 
out a card table and destroying the 
beauty of a respectable living room; 
even though my wife has been most 
indulgent. being a zoologist herself, a 
living room-laboratory combination is 
somehow not a place for constant, and 
therefore valuable. work. There need 


never be any set up for work any 
more. I can take the catch of the 
day (or night, for time intervals must 
be readily interchangeable in the nat- 
uralist’s life) and get right to work, 
with never a thought of being inter- 
rupted by the advent of visitors. 
Henceforth, you will read this col- 
umn as it comes-from the workshop, 
where the actual investigation of 
Georgia’s wild life is going on. You 
will have the actual picture of prog- 
ress, slow and seemingly devious, that 
is being made toward an understand- 
ing of some of the problems of Geor- 
gia’s animals and plants, Let me say 
that you have never offered any- 
thing not based on actual. field work, 
but there have been times when that 
work was remote -from the time of 
writing. At all events, we can now 
stride where before we crept, and real 
progress is an actuality instead of a 
dream. Hasten the day when a mu- 
seum will be our own here in Atlan- 
ta, and when five workers will carry 
on research where one is now strug- 
gling forward. We have a whole-soul- 
ed group here in this city, but, indi- 
vidually and collectively. they are 
hampered by lack of facilities.

Ickes Hopes to Apportion 
Remainder of $3,300,000,- 
000 Before January 1. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—(”)—The 
federal government has reached the 
halfway mark in its efforts to trans- 
late $3,300,000,000 of publie works 
funds into wages for pay envelopes. 

Secretary Ickes, the public works 
administrator, announced today that 
of the huge fund set aside by con- 


for construction throughout the coun- 
try. 

The administration estimates that 
of every $1 it allots for public works, 
85 cents will go directly into pay en- 
velopes. 

Of the money so far allotted, $1,- 
478,963,841 has been for federal proj- 
ects, which will mean the completion 
of hundreds urged for years by fed- 
eral agencies and for which congress 
has not appropriated funds, 

The remainder of the assigned funds 


—$174,627,569—has been allocated to 
non-federal enterprises, including mu- 
nicipal allotments for streets, power 
plants, sewage and schools and other 
projects outside the scope of federal 
government activities. 

The public works administration in- 
tends to allot the remaining half of 


its fund before January 1 to strictly 
non-federal projects if possible.

COTTON RECEDES 


PONG ACTON | 


UN FEDERAL LOAN 


Traders Disposed to Hold 
Off Until Effects of 
U. S. Advances Become 
More Apparent. 


NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 1—(2)— 
Prices in the cotton market the past 
week gradually eased off following the 
sharp upturn at the very close of the 
preceding week due to the announce- 
ment that the government would ad- 


vance 10 cents a pound on cotton 
of this year’s crop on condition that 
farmers would agree to a radical re, 
duction of next year’s acreage, 

While trading was fairly active on 
the first two days of the past week, 
it became very moderate later, due to 
the fact that traders were dis to 
hold off until the full effects of the 
government’s advance to producers 
became apparent. 

At the lowest levels, reached near 
the close of the week. prices were 
about 60 points below the high point 
reached at the close of the preceding 
week immediately after the govern- 
ment’s announcement of the advance 
to farmers. Traders were disposed 
to assume that this action virtually 
pegged the price at 10 cents a pound, 
or possibly 11 centa, if the claim that 
the advance is to be based on low 
middling is confirmed. 

The extreme spread of prices dur- 
ing the week was about 40 points. 
or $2 a bale, with the tendency grad- 
ually downward due in a consider- 
able measure to hedge selling against 
the liberal movement of the crop and 
the large sales of spot cotton. The 
week closed showing a net decline 
compared with last Saturday of 25 
points. 

Exports were liberal during the 
week. and considerably in excess of 
the corresponding week last year.
